2. The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a 
single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, 
under PCT Rule 13,2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical feature of the groups is a molded body having sections 
of two different compositions. This is not a special technical 
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feature because a molded body with sections of two different 
compositions is known in the art as evidenced by Uchiyama et al .
